Edison'h electric light is to -the fore 
again. In the AWA Amtriean Review 
Mr. Enisox announces that his light 
has at. List passed the experimental 
stasje, and is now ready for public use. 
To, a reporter of a New York paper the 
inventor stated that in four weeks he 
should have his shops and eight miles 
of street lamps in Meulo Park lighted 
bo that all the world might come and 
aeev j Mr. Edison grum hied a little be- 
cause the public lost faith in him so 
readily after his failure of last spring. 
When newspaper reporters, he said, 
came and found his lamps dying out, 
the cry of fraud was raised, whereas 
the truth was the undertaking of last 
spring was only an exj eriment. As an 
experiment it nioio than fulfilled nil he 
ever expected, but ho saw that his lamp 
could be improved, so 2i betook him- 
self to new experiments. He lias now 
changed the form of his globes and has 
finally, after trying many substances, 
adopted the fibre of Japaneso bamboo 
an the material wherewith (o construct 
hia carbo, instead of carbon. Further, 
he has devoted himself to perfecting 
the machinery for manufacturing his 
lamps at cheap prices, and now he 
has the name of turning nut a 
thousand lamps a day. One of his 
paper carbons had burnt 900 hours bo- 
fore showing signs of deterioration. 
Edisou expects by December next to 
be laying wires for electric licht ser- 
vice in New York. The gas companies 
are fighting hard; ho says, to prevent 
the city authorities granting permission 
to lay the wires, but he anticipates that 
consent will be given" Canvassers are 
now going round the district in Now 
York bounded by Nassau, Spruce and 
Front streets, .which is about the size 
of the district which may bo econo- 
mically served with the electric light 
from one centre, and that is the part of 
the city which it is expected first to il- 
luminate. The public will bear will, 
inyly wilh Mr. Edison's failure on the 
last occasion when he undertook to 
revolutionize the business of supplying 
light, but he will do well to keep a con- 
siderable margin of indofinitoness be- 
tween, what he promises and what ho 
intends to achiovo. The public wish 
for the success of electric lighting, and 
will not be bIow to award praiso to any 
orto who brings them nearer to the ac- 
. complishment of their wishes. 

THE LIEN LA W. 

It is a shabby trick for the govern* 
ment organ to try to throw the respon- 
sibility of the failure of the Lien Act 
on poor Mr. Dkuhmo.nd, its author, 
who is now lying on a Hick bed and not 
able to defend himself. The working- 
men will not have forgotten the half- 
hearted support tho government ex- 
tended to the measure and what a 
thorny roid the introducer had to tra- 
vel to procure its passage. Mr. Drum- 
MOND. as every one knows, is not loarn- 
ed in tho law and in bringing forward 
his pet scheme he relied upon tho 
assistance of his friend the Attorney- 
General? Did he rely in vain? The 
sequel proved that he did. Tho bill 
has fallen to the ground because it con- 
tains a word that has no meaning in the 
connecting with which it is employed. 
To say that a workingman's claim shall 
have "privity,"' etc., is rank nonsense; 
yet we find that when tho bill passed 
the Attorney-General was in his seat 
and allowed the nonsensical phrase to 
go in without suggesting a correction. 
And now, forsooth, Mr. Drummond is 
blamed for an error for which he is in 
nowise responsible. Had there been 
a second lawyer in the House this and 
similar pieces of legal botch work could 
not havo occurred. 



By careful observation I have found 
that as a rule six Cotswold sheep can 
be kept on what will be required to 
keep a cow. A neighbor of mine who 
has a fine flock of grade Cotswolds in- 
forms me that by selling his lambs at, 
So.fiO each, and wool at 3Gc. he hast 
realized §11.15 a head. From my own 
experience 1 think we can wifely count 
on f>0 pounds of wool, and at least 8 
lambs from G ewes. My flock has al- 
ways exceeded that both in wool and 
number of lambs. Fifty pounds of 
wool at 40c. £20; eight lambs at $0 
each $10. Five dollars may seem too 
high for grade lambs, but I can assure 
any reader who differs from mo iu 
these estimates, that a lamb that 
weighs 125 pounds will find purchasers 
and will be a good investment at that 
price. 

The amount invested in a cow ami in 
six sheep is nearly equal, but when we 
compare the labor and care required to 
make either of tho two industries a 
success wo shall find it incomparably in 
favor of tho sheep. There is no bus- 
iness so rigidly exacting, connected 
with the farms as dairyman. Milking 
must be done twice a day, and should 
bo done at rogular hours and by the 
same person to secure: the heat result. 
Another item largely iu favor of shoep 
is t hat their product is of such a nature 
that if tho market is not favorablo for 
selling, it cau be kept uutil a more fa- 
vorable market presents itself without 
its becoming unmarketable. But not 
so with butter and cheese. These must 
be crowded off on the market, however 
badly glutted that market may be, as 
it might as woll be sacrificed abroad as 
spoiled at home. 

It might bo objected to by some read- 
er that our comparison is unfair be- 
cause the sheep and wool business is 
buoyant, and that tin- dairy has for the 
past two years been unusually depresr- 
ed. I would remind the objectors that 
in our calculations wo have figured 
wool at 20 per cent, loss than it is now 
worth and less than an average for the 
last ton years. — Cor. Ohio Farmer.

The man who is hardest ai 
all Indiana is W. H. Englisl 
making no blow or bluster, 
oft-repeated question: "Will you carry 
Indiana'!" lie makes no reply, but 
quiet, silent and wilh a watchfulness 
of £i cat ho goes on with his work. 
This is tho more significant because re- 
publicans are bubbling over with con- 
fidence. Nobody knows what his plans 
or intentions are. He communicates 
thc-m to no one. But. ho is at work, 
one report says fifteen hours a day. 
He is frequently seen in the rooms of 
the state central committeo but his 
house is his workshop. It is said that 
the frontdoor has not been seen opon 
since his nomination. The character of 
the work that is going on bohind tho 
gloomy walls it is not difficult for those 
who know the character and past life 
of tho man to surmise. With him all 
is business. Men will bo under pay 
and close surveillance, and by the day 
of election a perfectly disciplined corps 
of paid employees will stand at every 
poll watching their opportunities and 
purchasing their victory if they achieve 
ono at so much per head. To him the 
whole state will be known as accurate- 
ly as the wards of New York aro known 
to tho chief of Tammany, and every 
dollar distributed will bo given for 
some specific purpose.

Another case' of love and vengeanco 
eamo before the Paris assizes. Somo 
time ago M. Edmond Lccrique, nephew 
of a woollen manufacturer at Rheims, 
formed the acquaintance of ono of . his 
uncle's operatives, a young woman 
named Mario Moyen. The liaison went 
on till the manufacturer failed, aud 
then both uncle and nephew went to 
Paris, The young, man forgot all 
about his mistress and was on the point 
of marriage, when Mf rie Moyen sud- 
denly appeared and tried all sorts of 
schemes to regain possession of her 
lover.. Not meeting with success, she 
resolved on revenge, and got a friend 
naraod Julie Bida to carry out her de- 
sign. Thoy purchased some vitriol, 
and Julio Bida, lisguisiug herself in 
male attire, called at the young man's 
lodgings and while he was reading a 
pretended telegram which she had 
handed him she threw, the corrosive 
fluid into his face. Marie Moyen was 
arrested, but her friend escaped to Bol- 
giuru, of which country she is a native. 
Julie Bida at once wrote to tho police 
authorities to confess hor crime, for 
which, it is said, she will be tried in 
Belgium. ; The young man presented 
an awful spectaelo in court. The pris- 
oner, to whom tho jury gave tho bone- 
fit of extenuating circumstances, got off 
with five years' imprisonment.

Englishmen ix thf. West. — Tho

to settle in Colorado as sheep farmers. 
One of them has aiuco been murdered. 
An inquest was thereupon held, to 
which, he says, tho public was not ad- 
mitted, ami of which the verdict was 
not disclosed. No reward was offered^ 
for, the apprehension of the murderer, 
though, says Sir Edward Thornton's 
correspondent, "I believe ho is known 
to bo a Denver butcher." In another 
case a Mr. Angelo, the correspondent 
of the Liverpool Courier, was killed. 
The story set abroad respecting his 
death was that a train ran over his 
logs, and that in despair at finding 
himsolf a cripple he shot himself. But 
this is said to be verj improbable, and 
it is believed that ho was killed by a 
section man, and then placed on tho 
track. In any case, says the writer of 
tho lc( ter, no ono takes any trouble to 
protect British subjects in tho West. 

Tradition Concerning Cologne 
Cathedral. — The tradition that Colo- 
gne cathedral would never bo finished 
took its rise as follows: A young ar- 
chitect, in despair at the refusal of his 
plans by Achbishop Conrad, went to 
tho bank of tho Rhine meditating sui- 
cide, when there appeared the devil bim- 
Belf, who offered him, in exchange for 
his soul, the plan of the cathedral as it 
stands to-day. Theyoung man demand- 
ed twenty-four hours for reflection, and 
submitted the inattor to his confessor, 
who suggestod that on tho morrow, 
when Satan showed him again tho de- 
sign, he should seize it with his left 
hand, and drawing rapidly a relic of St. 
Ursula from under his robo with the 
right, strike tho evil spirit with it on 
the brow. This was done. Satan said: 
"That's a cunning trick of the Church, 
but the design which you seize shall 
never be finished, and your name shall 
remain unknown." As he spoke, he 
snatched away tho upper part of the 
design. Tho young man died of mor- 
tification without reconstructing the 
plan. For yoars events seemed to bear 
out the legend. 

Elevators in Milan Cathedral. — 
After illuminating Vesuvius with the 
electric light (ono of our correspon- 
dents at Rome writes to us), a com- 
pany is now forming for establishing 
lifts to ascend to the roof of the Milan 
Cathedral. Tho company undertako, 
in addition, to illuminate tho roof o 
giorno at all seasons, and to place a 
large clock with four faces at the foot, 
of tho Madonna on 'the summit; the 
clock will be lighted at night. Arm- 
chairs, telescopes, and probably light 
refreshments, aro to bo provided on 
the terraces of the roof for the benefit 
of those who have come up in the lifts, 
which are to work night and day; ami 
perhaps when all this is done the com- 
pany will add a band of music, and 
give masked balls during Carnival on 
the roof. Tho lifts aro to be ready for 
the timo of tho National Exhibition, 
if permission for them is obtained; but 
formality has yet to bo gone through, 
and it is probable that the Chapter will 
not tako the same view of their cathe- 
dral as the promoters of the company 
in question.
